Watch out 
for the Eskimos

The 1982 Canadian Football League has 
featured a lot of unusual things. The presence of 
a dominant passing offence, the controversy 
surrounding the departure of two CFL coaches to 
the newly formed USFL and the weekly game 
upsets have kept fans on the edge of their seats 
throughout the season. Play in the CFL’s Eastern 
division has been parlicularily interesting with 
the Toronto Argonauts and Hamilton Ti-Cats 
battling for first place. 

The revamped Argos have played respectable 
football thus far this season. The run and shool 
offence has sputtered at times but for the most 
part has performed admirably.
